Keys Elected to 
MacDonald Chair 

Succeeds King to 
Post in Physics 
Department 

Professor David A. Keyes hss 
been appointed to the Macdonald 
Chair of Physics. He succeeds Dr. 
L. V. King who vacated the post 
three years ago. 

The Chair is one of the two W. C. 
Macdonald endowed in 1893, when 
the present Physics Building was 
erected. Originally the two Mac- 
donald Chairs were to be occupied 
by the Chairman of the Department 
of Physics and one other professor, 
but in 1935 the Board of Governors 
elected a third professor to the de- 
partment 

At present the three professors 
are Dr. A. N. Shaw, Head of the 
Department and Director of the 
Building and Doctors Foster and 
Keys, Macdonald Professors of 
Physics. The Macdonald posts have 
in the past been occupied by such 
prominent physicists as J. Cox, H. 
L Callendar, Sir E. Rutherford, H, 
T. Barnes, H. A. Wilson, A. S. Eve 
and L. V. King. Generally one Mac- 
donald Professor is engaged pri- 
marily in research work while the- 
other spends most of his time with 
lectures and administration. 

The appointment of Professor 
Keys as Macdonald Professor fol- 
lows a long and brilliant career as i 
physicist 

He was born in Toronto, Ontario, 
son of Professor Reid Keys, of the

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Good Old Days 

Today is the last day on which nomi- 
nations for the positions of faculty repre- 
sentatives to the Students' Council may be 
handed in; only one nomination for any 
post had been turned in at five o'clock 
yesterday. 

This supports a suspicion we have had 
for a couple of weeks that the students are 
gradually returning to the good old days 
of student apathy. Results of the Chari- 
ties Campaign^ the Volunteer Registration 
—and now this near fiasco — all show the 
effect. 

There have been a multiude of oppor- 
tunities this year for new campus leaders 
to show themselves, and many students 
have evidenced such capacity for leader- 
ship. There can be no question that men 
for the jobs cannot be found— apparently 
the students are not concerned with mak- 
ing any choice of candidates for these most 
important positions. 

In these times the importance of a good 
Students' Council can* hardly be over- 
looked. The Council, which is the body 
which controls most of the students activi- 
ties, cannot afford now to become slack in 
its efforts. The affairs of the students 
have always been run fairly successfully 
and profitably, and the continuance of 
student government must necessarily de- 
pend on the continuance of that success. 

The failure to nominate for these posts 
shows a remarkable lack of interest and 
foresight on the part of the students. If 
students do not realize that it took deter 
mination and work to build up a true etu 
. dent government at McGill— if they do not 
/realize that they have a responsibility in 
the maintenance of that self-government; 
they well deserve to lose it. 

No reasonable excuses are available- 
nomination notices have baen appearing 
for well over a week— the men are avail 
able— and where are the nominations? . . . 
Missing. 

Strangely enough, * numerous names 
have been received for the honorary so- 
cieties. Granted that the latter are im 
portant; the student council posts are more 
so. Must we draw the conclusion that 
student interest varies inversely as the sig 
nificance of the issue? 

McGill has reason to be proud this year 
I of the activity and interest that has been 
shown in student affairs— a definite im- 
provement over former years. Let's keep 

■it up, and remember that "an election by 
acclamation is often not so much a compli- 
ment to the man as a shame on the citizen' 
•hip of the electors." 1 ; : 

The students who are nominated for 
the Council may have differènt ideas— it 
is. for the students to decide whom they 
shall support. But each and every one of 
them should be able and willing to take 
responsibility, ready to do a little work, 
' and conscious of thé importance of the 
Council in student affairs.

THE COSMOLOGICAL EYE. By Henry 
Miller. Published by New Directions, 
Norfolk, Conn., 1839; 363 pp. 
There Is a tremendous self consciousness 
about these essays by Henry Miller. He writes 
with a dominant aspect of the "1" in every pas- 
sage. His vigorous emoUonal life permeates 
every phase of his approach to philosophy, art, 
music, and sex. His audience is not that of 
the mass of the readers in the world; it is 
neither the criUc or his friend or his lover. 
He writes to himself for himself. For he did 
not attain recognition after many years of 
heart break and struggle. And so he turned in 
upon himself and poured forth a scorn upon 
mankind, the height of which reaches no 
bounds. 

The few essays devoted to pornography de- 
lineate the character of the self conscious artist 
who Is circumscribed by an environment that 
is unconsciously limited. It is true that there 
is a wealth of material to be drawn from the 
archives of personal living, learning and ex- 
periencing. But merely to leave the creative 
at the personal real as opposed to the personal 
fictive omits an enUre world which is the other 
man's view point And it is just this other 
man's view point (the opinion of the rest of 
the woTld), that the artist must face. 

Miller glosses over this opinion, he disdains 
it But even in his abstract "I" ha uncon- 
sciously writes for it He is his own critic. 
There is no standard but his own, but his own 
is a wish fulfilment. His will to fame has left 
him not oblivious to the literary critic, but 
hypersensitive to that critic. By daring to 
write about sex in fullest detail, this man, who 
rebelled against the world as an anarchist, 
knew that the sedate critics of the metropoli- 
tan dailies would tear him apart. However 
unconscious this might have been on his part 
it has limited his creative ability to an over- 
emphasis of sex. 

This in itself is a reaction against the re- 
pression of sex by our Western Civilization. 
Today Henry Miller has received recognition 
to say the culturally brutal with succinct grace. 
But if he is to attain the full measure of his 
destiny as a creative artist he must turn from 
a world of the ego in which he emphasizes his 
purely personal life to that of a broad imagina- 
tive other man's world. — B.G.

A little word Is IF, but of much 
significance: how many joys and 
sorrows, lights and shadows, hopes 
and fears, triumphs and despairs, 
have been affected by that word—

death." IF Alexander the Great 
had not died of fever, the result 
of excessive living, Greece would 
have mastered the world; IF Julius 
Caesar had not aspired to be a god, 
he. would not have been stabbed; 
IF the simple teachings of the Mas- 
ter had been carried out, much of 
the world's tribulaUons would have 
been prevented, and we would be 
living today in peace and content- 
ment; IF the Norman arrow had 
not penetrated Harold's eye, Eng- 
land would probably have remain- 
ed Saxon. So down through the 
ages the effect of the little word is 
clearly shown. 

IF is seldom other than weak and 
disastrous, and one cannot imagine 
it coming from a Cromwell, a Nel- 
son, a .Wellington, a Bealty, or a 
Currie. This century, perhaps more 
than any other, calls for men and 
women of foresight and of action. 
Life Is more complex every day, 
with ever-increasing responsibilities, 
The word IF must be eradicated, 
and by hitting straight from the 
shoulder, results will be achieved 
hitherto considered Impossible. The 
next generation must not say, "IF 
the Disarmament Conference of 
1921 had succeeded we would now 
be living in peace." There is no 
place for IF on the campus or in 
the class-room, and we at McGill 
must recognize no word with such 
limitations, 

IF can be conquered as Kipling 
shows us in one of his most Insplr 
ing poems, which concludes as fol- 
lows: 

"IF you can fill the unforgiving 
minute 

With sixty seconds' worth 

distance run, 
Yours Is the earth, and ev'ry thing 

that's in it, 
And which is more, you'll be a man, 

my son."

Surely if this attitude were adopt- 
ed by more men in college, we 
would have more useful organlza 
tions and a higher standard in aU 
spheres of college life. 

Preparedness, for us then, esse* 
tially consists in greater fore 
thought, activity, and general in- 
terest, and more InlUative. With 
these ends in view, let us try to 
take a more active part in our vari- 
ous college interests. Try a little 
mora preparedness for the next 
meeting!

Ing solutions to the foregoing ques- 
tions in such a way that approxi- 
mate equality of sacrifice is de- 
manded of all the people. This 
equality of sacrifice, said Dr. James, 
will have the effect of "building 
morale— the most potent 'secret 
weapon' known to man." 

Dr. James discussed the new con- 
trols set up over prices and wages 
by recent Orders in Council, and 
he made several criticisms of the 
existing plans, with a view to con- 
tributing to their efficiency. In 
closing, he emphasized the import- 
ance of every Canadian citizen's 
realizing his part in aiding the war 
effort by abiding by these regula- 
tions. 

In Dr. James' words, "Canadian 
industrialists have brothers' who 
man the corvettes on the Atlantic, 
Canadian merchants remember 
their sons who are fighting in the 
skies above Britain, and Canadian 
consumers are the families of men 
on active service. All of us are 
engaged in a common task, and 
there can be no doubt that every 
Individual will co-operate to carry 
It into successful operation."
